I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1949.

54.8%  of  the  Deaths  were  of  persons  over  70  years  of 
age,  including  24.7%  of  persons  over  the  age  of  80  years. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is 
more  than  double  that  for  the  whole  of  the  country.  Of  the 
ten  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  which  were  registered, 
three  were  due  to  prematurity,  two  to  injury  to  the  brain 
during  delivery,  one  to  congenital  heart  disease,  one  to 
cardiac  failure  and  infantile  debility,  one  to  pneumonia,  one 
to  tuberculous  meningitis,  and  the  tenth  was  the  tragic  case 
of  the  seven  months  old  infant  who  was  burned  by  his  mother.

TUBERCULOSIS. 


18  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  of  which  16  were 
pulmonary.  There  were  four  deaths  from  pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
and  one  death  of  an  infant  from  Tuberculous  Meningitis. 


Dunng  the  year  a mobile  X-ray  unit  of  the  Mass  Radio- 
graphy Service  visited  the  area.  One  case  of  unsuspected 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  discovered  as  a result  of  this  survey 
m the  district,  and  two  people  are  being  kept  under  observation.

sewerage. 


Approval  was  given  for  the  sewerage  schemes  at  Velfrey 
Road,  and  Templeton,  and  work  was  started  on  the  Templeton 
scheme. 


The  need  for  a sewerage  scheme  for  Saundersfoot  is 
becoming  urgent.  Numerous  complaints  of  overflowing  cesspits 
continue  to  be  received,  and  there  is  considerable  infiltration 
of  sewerage  into  gardens  and  the  land  surrounding  them.  This 
may  easily  cause  an  outbreak  of  infectious  disease,  and  the 
necessity  for  the  proposed  sewerage  scheme  is  becoming  acute

SLAUGHTER'  HOUSES . 

There  is  one  horse-slaughtering  house  at  Penpark,  Lampeter 
Velfrey.  The  premises  were  inspected  at  least  twice  weekly. 

Some  diff ieulty  was  encountered  due  to  excessive  slaughtering, 
which  caused  overflow  of  blood  etc.  from  the  tanks  on  to  the 
surrounding  ground,  and  numerous  complaints  from  neighbouring 
iarmers.  This  was  overcome,  and  conditions  subsequently  improved. 


HOUSING. 


Council  Houses  were  completed  and  occupied  i.e. 

Work  was 
started  on  30  houses  and  2 bungalows  i.e.  Llanddewi  Velfrey  10, 
Llangolman  4,  Begelly  8,  Reynalton  4,  Jeffreyston  4, 
Saundersfoot  2 bungalows.
